1, All official# who receive the CIG Daily and Weekly $ ternaries, or 
representatives of these official*, hare been interviewed in order tc 
ascertain their reaction to the surraaries and to obtain any eug, t -eBtiona they 
way hare regarding possible improvements . 

2. All parson ■ interviewed (with the exception of a repre tentative of 
the Director of Intelligence, TOGS) consider both susaaries * valuable 
service. The repro sen tati re of the Director of Intelligence considers the 
Weekly Susrmrieg as axe® lien, t but says the Dally Summaries servo no useful 
purpose to hi* office, inasmuch as the Intelligence Division reviews all 
the source dispatches anyway. 

5. Most of the parsons interviewed oeananted that they are very well 
pleased with the conciseness, the general style and the selectivity of the 
items in the Daily Summaries. A few persons consider that the Dai -y Suaumries 
sometimes contain item# which are not of outstanding importance. Further, 
son® comment was mde that the Weekly Summaries occasionally contain articles 
that are too lengthy and not of sufficient importance to warrant the tine 
required for reading. In general, however, oosaaent on the Weekly Sumnaries 
was very favorable. 

4, Some persons commented on the CIG Special Reports and *11 were 
highly complimentary. 

6. Copies of this memorandum and inclosures are being seat to the 
Assistant Direotor, QRAE for consideration and such action as ®s*y be decreed 
appropriate, and to fee Assistant Director, I CAPS for informs ti^n . 

5. In fulfilling the normal functions of this offiee, additional surreys 
on this subject will be eon duo ted at a later date.

1* The Daily Summary should be divided into two parte, vis, one section 
containing the More moswntous items and the other section containing items 
which, while not of outstanding immediate importance, are deend worthy of 
being included in the summary because they have a significant bearing on 
trends. (Office, DCKO (Operations)). 

2. Some ©f the highly important items should be developed a little sore 
folly, e.g. by giving the background or setting of s reported situation. 
(Office, S/,-1) . 

5. The Daily Summaries contain Isolated item* of information which ere 
not oriented toward anything. (Office of AC/AS-2* Office of DCIG (Operations)) 

4 . There is no continuity in the items as reported. Continuity flight 
be achieved by giving a brief summary of a preceding message on the same topic 
or by showing developments in the Weekly Summary. (Office, BCTO (Operatic ms)). 

5. It might be well to coament in the summaries on hew an item of in- 
formation fits in with information previously reoeivedj also, in appropriate 
eases to furnish some data on an individual who is the subject of an iters. 
(AC/AS-2). 

6. Occasionally, but very infrequently, the cardinal point in a dispatch 
is somewhat obscured in the brief aussoary. This may be due to the CIG briefers 
not being fully familiar with the entire chain of dispatches, (Office, XI) 
(Operations) j Office of Saval Intelligence) . 

7. Seise articles in the Weekly are too lengthy. It might bo well to 
give a two or three sentence synopsis of each individual article at the 
beginning thereof so that individual readers might be better able to tell at 
a glance whether they should take ths time to read it. (Office of Saval In- 
telligence* Office, AC/AS-6). 

8. The Weekly Summaries ars almost exclusively concerned with Co.XEunist 
treads or developments* Header Interest would improve if some other types of 
information were included therein. (Office, SA-S) . 

9. The selectivity of items has Improved constantly. (Offioo of 
Secretary of State). 

10, Sometimes the CIG Daily Sumeries make information available to the 
State Department sooner than it is mads available through normal State Depart- 
ment channels. (Office of Secretary of State), 

11. CIS briefers, because of their comparative lack of the particular 
experience required, are net as well qualified as State Department briefers 
in determining the weight to be given information furnished by various State 
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Department sources. Because of their long experience with certain sources, 
the State Department my discount, to a greater or less degree, report# 
received from these sources* (Office of Secretary of State}. 


. 12 * J* * p Pf ftr f th&t the oono *P t the Summaries has changed somewhat 

sinoe their beginning. Originally they were Intended primarily to keep the 
President informed and secondarily for the information of the Secretaries of 
State, «ar and 1 levy. Bow. in view of the dissemination given to ifce summaries, 
£!!“ J t , they are designed as much for the information of olatnere as for 
the President s information. This co;namt was made by the Aide to Admiral 
Leahy. It was not bated on any observation of a change in substance or style 
ut entirely on the distribution factor. The Aide does not object to the 
present distribution but believe* it Should not be extended further. 


13. »o*» abbreviations appearing in the summaries are uafasdiiar to the 
readers. For example. Admiral h'imiti occasionally requests his Aide to 
ascertain the meaning of certain abbreviations. (Office, Chief of Saval

they stated that, in their opinion, CIG briefers are sometimes usable 
to evaluate properly the weight to be given information emanating fro* various 
State Department sources; that because ef their long experience with ear tain 
sources. State Departsent briefers are better qualified in this respect and 
may discount, to a greater or less de gree , reports received fro®, these sources. 
Mr. Beams and Mr, Sadth said that they are oonfident that in the course of 
time the CIG briefers will become well qualified In this regard. 

A*. Beams and Mr. Smith are the only person# in the Office of the 
Secretary of State who read the emuaarles* Occasionally special Items in 
the summaries are called to the attention ef the Secretary. The Secretary 
normally obtains his information regarding Ueiss appearing in the CIG 
Soaasariea through State Department publications which are baaed on the same 
source material as Is used in the Clo Sunsaries.

Captain I. B. Grantham, Adairal Leahy** Aide, atated that h© has 
followed the CIO Sundries closely since their inception, Efe stated that he 
llkee the ouBHEarie* just as they are now prepared. II* volunteered to consult 
Admiral Leahy and when interviewed on the second occasion. Captain Grantham 
stated that Admiral Leahy is entirely satisfied with the euBaarien. He 
stated further that Admiral Leahy** views could be accepted as those of the 
President. 

Captain Grantham pointed out that the Bally Summaries do not contain 
the very top level information such as General Marshall*® reports. He is of 
the opinion that such information is properly excluded fro® the summaries. 

He said that he flags certain items in the summaries for the attention 
of Admiral Leahy. 3fce Admiral always calls on Captain Grantham to produce 
th ® original complete dispatch. Captain hr with**" said that insofar as use- 
fulness to his office is concerned, the suisaaeries lose their value inassnich 
as he has to furnish the Admiral tho complete dispatch. 

It appears to Captain Grantham that the a one apt of -fee susasarios has 
changed somewhat from their beginning. Whereas originally the principal 
purpose of the Sally Suanary was to beep the President informed and the 
secondary purpose to inform the Sooret&ri®* of State, ^ar and Ifevy, it 
appears bo him that in view of the dissemination of these eumarli-s, they 
are now designed as much for the benefit of the planners as for the President* 
information. In explaining this point, he said that he gets this reaction 
not from any change in the substance or style but entirely fro* the feet 
that the susn&rles are disseminated to various headquarters staff offices. 

He said that he does act object to the present dissemination but that he 
feels rather strongly that the dissemination should not be extended further. 

Captain Grantham commented on Drew Pearson* s column on 3 Sec esbe r 
194C and suggested that some consideration might be given to the possible 
desirability of including in the Daily Summary, for the infomsstion of the 
President, some statement as to whether or not the top secret cable *hloh 
allegedly was quoted verbatim in the column was an exact quote; also, 
that such additional comment on the incident as might be deemed t c be of 
interest to the President be included. Captain Grantham said the afore- 
mentioned thought had secured to him but that he had serious double as to 
whether the CIS Daily Summary is the proper medium for brins-inc 3t; ch in- 
formation ‘,p the attention of fee President.

Colonel J. IT. Bowen, Secretary of the General Staff, stated that tie 
Chief of Staff look# upon the CIO S canar ies u a very fine and val uable 
intelligence service. Colonel Bowd aald that theme publications are entirely 
satiafae'sory os they are no m prepared* He stated that special Iters are 
flagged for the attention of General Elsenhower and that nensel 1 y he fees not 
*"**** the e ntire publication, although he may do so if his work load is such 
as to perrait it. General Handy reads the at nonaries regularly and in their 
entirety.

Captain Henry C. Bruton, Aide to Adwlral Kindts, stated that Adraiml 
Hi si ts end Admiral < ia a s a y read the wsbbtIss regular ly end apparently are 
entirely satisfied with the«. Captain Bruton said that he is greatly ia» 
pressed by the ooaoi senes s and the brevity of the Dally Sxrasariea and he 
reooasseaded that they not be allowed to grow too lengthy. Captain Bruton 
•aid that occasional ly there is sn abbreviation in a suasary which is not 
readily understood and that Adwiral Mi nit* requests hl» to ascertain the 
neealngs of some abbreviation*. Captain. Bruton stated further that ho 
understand# that the Secretary of Savy liJcee the suasarlea very a a o h.

He said he is quite euro that the only 
consent that General Gp&ats **i ght aaks would be that none 1 tense are not vary 
Important. General Spaats used to read the entire sumary but now Colonel 
Muegrave flag* the important itesa for hie attention.

Lieut. Colonel John Steele, Executive to Director, PkQ, eta^sd that 
al t h ough aoet of the aouree dispatches which are briefed in the CIO Daily 
Summaries are reviewed in hie office, he is g l ad to receive these sugs au rjes 
and that he definitely would not want to be without then. Ee said that the 
summaries provide e very good eelection of lteae, that the presentation is 
geod end that they furnish a oonolss picture of what is hsppsaodn^ tm s current 
heels. He ssid that General Kars tad son* ti ass reads the entire publication 
but that generally he reads only thess itsas vhioh are flagged for his 
attention. Pursuant to tha interview with Colonel Steele, he spoke to 
SsaeraX Worsted, General milieu S. Arnold and Colonel Hebert J, Wool, who 
else read the susnaries, sad, when contacted later. Colonel Steele s«id that 
these officer# ars all satisfied with the CIO s wearl vg and have no rsoaoumt* 
dstlons to nabs.

Captain R. L. Dennison, AC¥0/ Politico Military Affairs, was interviewed. 
His first coswcnt was that occasionally, but in frequently, the oardumi point 
in s dispatch is obscured as presented in the briefed version in th# CTG 
Daily Summary. He expressed the opinion that this may be due to tho CTO 
briefers net being fully font liar with an entire chain of dispatches. 

Captain Dennison said that each dispatch is presented as as isolated 
item and that there is no continuity. lie said that continuity eight be 
achieved by ai titer giving a brief suma-Ty of the preceding awe* age on the topic 
©r shewing developments in the Weekly Summary. In connection with the 
suggestion that a brief s unwary of tho precoding massages be included with an 
Item, Captain Dennison said that although the CIG Dally Summary aoae tinea 
refers back to a preceding day’s summary, the files are not readily available 
for reference purposes. 


Captain Dennison said that the big problem see ass to be tho unevenness 
of the important!# of items in the susonrlea. lie suggested that it might be 
well to divide the Daily Summary into two sections, one containing items of 
outstanding imaedlate importance and ftha other items which simply have a 
significant bearing on trends. He also suggested that it might be dstlrabl# 
to highlight certain items appearing in the Weekly Summaries. 

Can tain Dennison suggested that consideration be given to hm» log special 
sections in the Weekly Summaries under general headings such as Let! a America, 
Russia, Outstanding Developments at testing b of the United Hat! on*, eta. 

Gap tain Dennison said that he realised that he was talking lie# a 
perfect! onist. He said that despite the eoassmts he had made, he nevertheless 
considered the sumstaries to be valuable as they are now prepares. Captain 
Dennison reviews the summaries for Secretary Porroatal. He stated that idle 
Secretary has oo'seanted on the auanr ri es very favorably. 

Captain Dennis©* stated further that he has been particularly Impressed 
by the excellence of some of the GIG Special Studies. 


ASSISTANT CHIEF OF AIR STAFF— 6 


Colonel I. d. Rogers, Cv.ief, Policy Division, stated that h © is better 
acquainted with the CIG Summaries than anyone else in the Office of IC/AS-6. 
He considers the Daily Summaries as excellent. He has been greatly impressed 
by the CIG briefers* ability to compress the as sense af lengthy meeeegea 
within a few lines. He himself has access to and reviews much of the source 
material and feels that me CIG selectivity of items for the summaries is 
very fine. He said that he admires the style in the CIG Summaries and has 
tried to follow this style in seas# of his own work. 

Colonel Rogers is of the opinion that some of the articles in the 
Weekly are too long. 
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Colonel c iorers stated that General ffissner and Qeaars.1 Hi tohi s also

He said that it :1s purely factual* 
as it should be, and does not attawpt Rny interpret* hi on of the dispatcher 
which are briefed. He likes the oonclte wanner In which the material is 
presented. 

Mr* Armstrong consider* that aoxaBtiaa# it would be well to hi gh i lght 
a particularly irport&r.t item, giving such an item fuller treatment as. 
for example, by furnishing inform tion on the background or setting of the 
reported situation* 

Ifir. krms troag stated that the CIO Daily Sumaries are valuable as a 
cheek against the State Department** aumoarisetl ons of the same source aateri al • 

Mr. Armstrong said that the CIO Weekly Summaries are In a sowrawhat 
evolutionary state that he is confident they will develop into a ilghly 
useful publication. He suggested that it might be better to make them genuine 
weeklies# concentrating on the events of the week. Ho said tlwt m his opinion 
reader interest is somewhat dulled by reason of tne fact that s»ai ■> . the 
articles in the weekly are concerned wi th Coasuniss and that ®*ny readers 
her® become somewhat tired of reading so waeh about Communism. 


Mr. Armstrong aonsidore the CIG Soeoial Studies as very fine aroduets.

Colonel Carter Clarke, Deputy Director, expressed the vie* that the 
Daily Summaries serve no useful purpose to his office inasmuch as all dis- 
patches which serve as sources of items in the summaries are reviewed in their 
entirety by the Intelligence Division. The Weekly Suisaarl os, however, he 
considers as excellent and of substantial benefit to his of fie*.. Colossi 
Clarke advised that General Chamberlain had no comment to offer at tris time.

Commodore Charles A«ttd, Deputy Chief of Baval Intelligence, considers 
the Daily Summaries as very useful. Be had no suggestions of any changes. 

Me stated that Although his office receives most or all of the source dis- 
patches which are briefed in the Daily dussuuries, these sumwuriss are extremely 
helpful in assuring that ths iaportaat items are net overlooked sasng the 
^eat volume of dispatches sad they are Helpful in digesting these dispatches 
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uMalk are of principal iraportano*. 


Gej»a©dore Head state* that. In his opinion, son® of the articles in 
she Weekly are a little too long. He suggested that it rfght ba da si ruble 
to head up the individual articles by a brief synopsis of the ©or, bents . 

Captain Harry *. Baltassi, Special Assistant to the Deputy Chief of 
Sara! Intelligence, concurred in the corasents by Connodora Bend. In OBI 
the su aata rl es are read by Admiral Iuglis, Coisaodore Captain Bnl tarsi , 

and four chiefs of areas. In the divisions covering oertain areas, the source 
dlapatohes are used iso work up OH sumarf.ee and intelligence. The chief of 
the area reads the GIG Sussifrfae of dispatches. Captain Baltessi stated that 
sometimes chiefs of areas have noted differences in highlighting of the 
principal point of diepatchee a* indicated by the CTG Statuaries, vhec compared 
eildt the 081 Sttswaries. In such cases consultation is had by OKI representatives 
with appropriate roprescntAtivee of CIS.

Daily Summaries are goad intelligence infera&tioa but that they ar© not 
oriented toward anything end are of little value in and of thews elves. 

G ene ral Saaf ord discussed at sosse length the fact that the items in the . a* y 
S uaasa ry are not aimed in any special direction end do not indicate the 
establishment of any trends or confirm or alter information on existing trends 
except w hen the items of information are worked into an intelligence appreciation 

by the recipient. 

General Sassford expressed the view that it would be very difficult for 
CTG to interpret and analyze item# of information in the Daily Sasssary is 
such a way that State, War, «avy and Air would each be furnished with me 
emphasis and interprets tion that would be of special value to the n- . vlduel 
departments. Be illustrated this by saying that recently A-2 worked up an 
estimate with respect to Bessie In which Air Forces emphasis*** on ti* 
pros poets of Huaaia being able to stockpile certain scientific oqu lament. This 
Mtlaata was subsequently re worked in CIO and the ensuing product Laid a 
different eaphasis, giving very little attention to the stockpiling laetor. 

Geaeral Saisford went on to consent on difficulties encountered in 
joint efforts by Army Mr and Bavy Air working in collaboration oo air 

inWUlfittoe* He said that whereas eoaetias# the A-2 ana the Ifevy Indulgence 
people can reach e coeeloh agreement, frequently because of the differences 
ia point of view as based on background, training, snd department in.nrests, 
it is impossible to avoid oasaing up with split reports. 


G ene ral Saaford also cemented on the fact that A-2 is in * oosition 
to work in close integration with the air planners and cen tell how an itw* 
of intelligence information way have e. particular bearing or. existing pi# a*. 

j „ Geuer&l George C. McDonald was interviewed subsequent to tho 
interview with General Saaford. General Saaford briefed General UePonald on 
wh*t ho had said and General McDonald indicated his concurrence therein. 
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General McDonald said that In general hs Is pleased with the suamwaries aa 
they are now presented end that he bo i levee that as tin* goes oa they 1 
develop into even better products. He suggested that it might be well to 
eojsseat in the Daily Sumaary on how a particular item of lnforasfttion rite 
la with infonsrtion previously received! also, to furnish sane infomation 
on individuals who are the subjects of iteas in the summaries, such ss 
©osawnt on whether the individual's present words or acts coincide or 
conflict with previous words or acts* also, in sons cases, comment on 
whether the individual reported on is s strong personality. 

General iic!>o»sld said that h© considered the survey on this suoject 
a fine thing, and that henceforth readers of the suwwsries will exaaice them 
with a more critical eye and will be able to furnish sore constructive 
ooaments when they are interviewed during a later survey. 

Colonel James r . Olive, Chief, Ur Intelligence Division, AC/Ab-2, 
stated that he considers the Daily sad Weekly Swmrids as very fire 
oroduets just as they are now prepared. 8® said that the Dailies are 
entirely satisfactory as an overall presentation of highly significant 
Information* H® expressed the view that the items in the Daily reports 
should not be pointed at anything in particular. 

Colonel Olivo said that items which relate to a specific aroa are 
read by the A-2 personnel who are particularly concerned with that ar«a and, 
where appropriate, are used in the preparation of intelligence studies on 
the area.
